AMES, by the Grace of GOD, King of Great- Brit:in, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faithz To our Lyon King at Arms, 
and his Brethren Heraulds, Macers of our Privy Council, Purſevants and Meſſengers at Arms, our Sheriffs in that part, Conju&l 
and ſeverally, ſpecially conſtitute, Greeting: Foraſmuch as theſe Traiterous Conſpirators, who defigned the Horrid and Sacrile- 

>"... gious Murder of Our Deareſt Brother, the late King of Renowned and Eternal Memory, and the Deſtrudtion of our Ancient Mon- 
archy, continuing ſtill in the ſame Helliſh Proje& and Fury againſt Us, and Our Royal Government 3 are now again ſetting their Deſigns 
on work, to raiſe Commotions 1n this Our Ancient Kingdom, as being the laſt Struglings of them and their Execrable Party, and the 
outmoſt EffeRs of their abſolute Deſpair : For preventing whereof, and bringing theſe Deſperate and Execrable Traitours to juſt and 
:ondign Puniſhmentz We, with Advice of our Privy Council, do hereby ſtriatly require and Command, all and every of the Subjetts 
of this Our Realm, That. they be ina readineſs in their beſt Arms to concur aud Afſiſt Us againſt any the aforeſaid Commotions, or In- 
ſurre&ions, as they ſhall be Advertiſed; And particularly, We hereby require and command all and every the Colonels of our Milita 
Regiments of Foot, and Captains of Horſe, and the Inferior Officers and Soldiers under their Command, in the Shires Reſpetive un- 
der-written, viz. The Merſe, Teviotdale, Peebles, Selkirk, Eaſt Mid, and Weſt Lothians, Town of Edinburg, Stirling-(hire, F ife and 
Kinroſs Shires 3 the four Companies of the Low countrey, of the Earl of Perth Our Chancellours Regiment; and the three Companies 
of the Low-countrey of the Marques of Athol, Lord Privy Seal his Regiment, the Sheriffs of Forfar and Kincardirs and all the Here- 
tors, Liferenters, Feuars and Wodlſetters in the Shires of Air Renfrew, Clidſdale, Wigtoun, Dumfreis, and Stewarties and Bailliaries 
within the ſame, to be in readineſs with fourteen Dayes Proviſion,to March when and whither our Privy Council ſhall give them Or- 
ders; and to that end, to have their Arms fixed, and their ſeyeral Companies of our Milita, preſently Muſtered, and the Heretors and 
others aforeſaid Liſted Modelled in Companies, and Muſtered for the putting them into a condition of great Readineſs. And further 
We hereby require and Command all Perions, Fencible-men, betwixt ſixty and ſixteen, within the Shires of Aberdere, Bamff, Elgin, Na- 
irn, Invirneſi, Roſi, Sutherland and Caithneſ7, to be in readineſs in manner foreſaid, As likewiſe, We hereby Require and Command 
all Our Liedges on ihe Sea coafts of this Kingdom, or near to them, or to any of the Iſlands thereunto belonging, ſo ſoon as they hear 
or get notice of any Veſlcls arriving at any place from abroad or at home into any Coaſts, Ports, Creiks or Harbours, with Men, 
Arms, or Ammunition, forthwith to Convocat, and riſe in their beſt Arms, and to Beat them off, or Seize upon, and ſecure the Ships or 
Veſſels, and the Men, Arms and Ammunition, and give immediate Advertiſement to Our Privy Council, and for their Security in obey- 
ing theſe Our Royal Commands, We hereby- fully pardon and indemnifie them for ever, of all! Slaughter Blood, Mutilation, Fire-raiſ- 
ing, Burning of Ships, or ſuch like Warlike Inconveniencies as may follow, in caſe they meet with Hoſtile Oppoſi.ion: And we here- 
byRequire and commad all Our Colle&ors, Cuſtomers or Waiters,to make ſtrict and diligent Search and Inquiery in all Ships, arriving 
in any part of this Kingdom, for Traitors Fugitives, or diſaffeed perſons, and for Arms and Ammunition, and to ſeiz upon the Ships 
Men, Arms and Ammunition, until they acquaint Our privy Council, and receive their DireQions thereanent : And to the Effect the 
may the better be able to perform this Service, We do require all Our Subj: &s neareſt to them, as they ſhall be by them Advertiſed, 
to Riſe concur with, Fortifie and Aſſiſt them, who, and theſe ſo Aſſiſting are hereby declared to be fully Indemnified in manner foreſaid, 
And that all the perſons aforeſaid may know their hazard, if they fail in any of the premifſes, We hereby Declare, that they ſhall nor 
only incur Our high Diſpleaſure, but alſo ſhall be punniſhed with the outmoſt of ſeverity, conform to their Detriment, and the Laws 
aud praQtice of this Kingdom, and that the Heretors which ſhall be deficient in ſending out their Tennents, and other Fenfible Men, or 
ſhall not give Adverciſement as ſaid is, and of any Rebels and Traitours appearing on their Lands, that they ſhali be pumiſhed according- 
ly. And to the end the aids deſperat Traitours and Rebels may have no reſet Harbour Comfort or Refuge for any of the Subjects 
of this Qur Realm, We hereby ſtriftly prohibite and Diſcharge all and every of Our $ubjeQs therein, to furniſh Houſe, Meat Drink 
or any other thing Comfortable to them, or to keep Intelligence or Corre ſpondence with them by Word, Writ or Meſlage, or to 
Tranſport themto or from Ferries, or any wayes to be aiding abating or Aſſiſting ro them, under the pain of being Repute and eſteemed 
Art and part with themin all their wicked Deeds and praftices, and proceeded againſt, Demeaned and puniſhed ——_ And that 
Our pleaſure in the premiſſes may be fully known to all Our Leidges, Our Willis, and We charge you ſtritly and Commadg, that inconti- 
nent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of Edingburgh, and all the other Mercat Croſſes of the Hed Burghs of the Shirs of 
this Kingdom ( and all places elſe.needful ) andthere by open Proclamation, in Our Name and Authority, make publication of Our 
Royal Will and pleaſure in the premiſles, thar none pretend ignorance.
